Colonel B arber said th a t the col­ 
lection of more th a n 6.000 Civil war 
books, owned by the late Colonel 
John Page Nicholson, of Geqpnan- 
town, would have been a splendid 
nucleus. 
T he Nicholson library was 
sold to a w esterner for a reported 
price of $75,000 and th e n donated to 
a C alifornia university. 
Colonel Nicholson was ch airm an 
of th e G ettysburg M em orial associa­ 
tion. 
He becam e affiliated w ith the 
organization in 1864 w hen the asso­ 
ciation was first form ed and re ­ 
m ained w ith the association 
until 
1894 w hen th e interests were ac ­ 
quired by th e federal governm ent.
